CONTESTED BY NEXT-OF-KIN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 

A case came on for hearing in which 
Robert G. Graham,. merchant; John 
McCartney, merchant, and Robert. Nixon, 
solicitor’s assistant, all of Bailieborough, Co. 
Cavan, claiming to be executors of the last 
will, dated 14th March, 1927, of Péter 
Roundtree, late of Killagriffe, Co. Meath, 
farmer, who died on the 10th April, 1927, 
sought to have the will established. The 
will was contested by Jane Rennicks, of 
Killagriffe, Meath, widow, and sole next-of- 
kin, on. the three ‘usual statutory pleas, and, 
in addition, on a plea of undue influence on 
the PS of Harriette Townley and James 
Hutcheson. 
Mr, Leonard, K.C., Mr. Joseph O’Connor, 
K.C., and Mr. Tobias (instructed by’ Messrs. 
Cochrane and Co.) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; and Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr. T. J. Smith (instructed by 
Mr. Thomas Y. Chambers) for the de- 
fendant. 
It was stated that the deceased man died 
possessed of two farms—one of 205 acres ind 
on; of 143 acres—and about £4,000 in money 
and stock on the farms. He was 75 years 
old. 
Robert Nixon, one of the plaintiffs, gave 
evidence of having taken instructions from 
the deceased man for the making of his will, 
and of its execution. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, he said that 
when he went to take instructions from the 
deceased man, James Hutcheson, a cousin 
of the deceased man, who had come from 
Galway, was sitting in an armchair in the 
deceased man’s room. James Hutcheson got 
the Ashfield farm. He did not suggest that 
James Hutcheson should leave the room, be- 
cause he was taking only preliminary in- 
structions, and did not intend him to be 
there when he made the will. He took only 
part of the instructions for making the will. 
Mr. Wood—Why did you not put James 
Hutcheson out of the room? Well, seein 
he had come irom Co. Galway, I go Fh sow 
deceased wanted him to remain. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did the deceased sug- 
gest at all that he should go? No 
Witness said that later on in the ‘day his 
principal, Mr. Vance, came out, and was 
present when the will was read and signed. 
He denied that his reason for sending for 
Mr. Vance was that he considered that the 
— man was incapable of making a 
will. 
Questioned about the action of the de- 
ceased man in sending for him, instead of 
his principal, the witness said that, perhaps, 
the deceased man thought he would not have 
to pay so great a fee. 
Mr. Wood—And I suppose he was be 
wrong in that? (Laughter.) 
Witness—It did not concern me. 
Answering Mr. Wood, witness denied that 
he had been told that the deceased was. 
dissatisfied with the will, and that he was, 
not allowed to do what he wanted I Mrs 
Townley, and that it was preying on his 
mind. 
Mr. Thomas F. Vance, solicitor, Bailie- 
borough, stated that, on the occasion of the 
execution of the will, the deceased man was 
ths same mentally as he had ever known 
him—alert and intelligent. He was a very 
shrewd man. In the opinon of witness the 
deceased man was a man who could not be 
influenced to do what he did not want to do. 
Answering the Judge, the witness said 
that he was never more surprised in his life 
than when he heard that the will was to 
be contested. 
Dr. McIlwaine gave evidence of testamen- 
tary capacity. . 

John McCartney, one of the plaintiffs, 
also gave evidence ‘about the deceased man’s 
mental condition, stating that it was good. 
William Shields, a second cousin of the 
deceased man, said that he often advised the

LANDS IN COUNTY CORK. 


SPECIFIC PERFORMANCE ACTION 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MA. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN). 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants from a judgment of Mr. Justice 
Meredith, dated 11th February last, in favour 
of the plaintiff, decreeing specific performance 
of a certain agreement with reference to the 
consolidation under the Land Act of 1923 of 
two small farms of land near Ballincollig, Co. 
Cork, the subject of the action brought by 
the plaintiff, Thomas H. G. Wallis, the de- 
fendants being William Wise and Hugh 
Stanley Wise. 

The agreement, it appeared, was a verbal 
agreement, which had not been reduced to 
writing ; and in support of the appeal, which 
had heen brought to have Justice 
Meredith's judgment reversed and judgment 
entered for the defendants, it was submitted 
that the agreement, entered into nine years 
ago, could not be enforced under the circum- 
stances. The action, it was stated, had been 
brought to carry out a verbal agreement, 
which, if it had any substance in it, was 
based on the alleged fact that the plaintiff 
was in bona fide occupation of the two hold- 
ings, which was not the case. 

In his judgment, Mr: Justice Meredith 
pointed out that the first outstanding point 
in the case was that the action originated in 
proceedings for the redemption of rent, which 
were withdrawn on consent. He was satisfied 
that the agreement dated 27th October, 1926, 
was not procured by fraud, and that, in fact, 
it was in every way a perfectly natural, 
reasonable and fair agreement. 

That, he said, only left outstanding the 
question of delay. He accepted the explana- 
tion given by Mr. Wallis, that there was a 
dispute as to who should draw up and prepare 
the agreement; and the circumstances of the 
times rightly explained portion of the delay, 
and the matter having been completely over- 
looked until the passing of the Land Act of 
1923 made the parties anxious to establish 
their legal rights, 

It was admitted that there had heen 
delay, and also apparently that both parties 
were chiefly concerned about the question of 
income tax with reference to the lands.

THE REVISED PRAYER BOOK.

“The murder of Kevin O'Higgins is an 
act of blind and impotent rage, with defeat 
written all over it, said Mr. Goff, M.A., 
District Justice, at Dundalk yesterday when 
adjourning the Civil Bill Court as a mark of 
respect.

Sotrow and Duty. 


Both Houses of the Free State Parlia- 
ment met yesterday under the shadow of a 
common sorrow. Their tributes to Mr. 
Kevin O'Higgins were not the ordinary 
courtesies that a colleague’s or a rival’s 
death brings to every politician’s lips. 
They were wrenched from the speakers’ 
hearts by the force of three profound feel- 
ings—horror of a hideous crime, regard for 
its victim’s qualities, woe for the sudden 
and cruel loss which the State has 
suffered. The tributes were paid in both 
Houses by men of all parties, and were 
offered not less sincerely by those who had 
differed with the late Minister on large 
questions of policy than by those who had 
shared most intimately the perils and 
of his career. None was 
finer or more poignant than the 
speech in which President Cosgrave 
revealed at once his friend’s virtues and 
his own grief. The two men have been, 
in effect, the makers of the Irish Free 
State. Together they laid its founda- 
tions, solved its first and most formidable 
problems, and were rewarded’ with 
multiplying assurances of success. 
one of them has been snatched away in the 
prime of his powers, and the other, 
bereaved and lonely, faces an unfinished 
task. Fortunately, he faces it with a 
proud confidence in the nation’s patriotism 
and destinies. A statesman may be 
assassinated, but not a State; the country’s 
not fail to supply the 
country’s lack. “The crime,” said Mr. 
Cosgrave, ‘‘ will fail in its object. We 
wil] meet this form of terrorism as we met 
other forms of terrorism, and we shall not 
falter until every vestige of it is wiped 
out from the land.”’ 

Mr. Cosgrave’s Government will need every 
help that it can receive from Parliament 
and from the people. The murder of Mr. 
O’ Higgins means something more than the 
loss of a devoted statesman. It has given 
—any attempt to conceal the fact would be 
idle—a set-back to the public welfare in 
many ways. In the Free State the murder 
has provoked no undue alarm, and such 
anxiety as exists will be relieved by Mr. 
Cosgrave’s attitude. Outside the 
State, however, in places where the 
Government’s work of pacification and 
consolidation is appreciated less clearly, 
men fear that too recent history may be 
about to repeat itself. That fear is ex- 
préssed with kindly reserve not only in 
Great Britain, but in Northern Ireland, 
which has developed of late a happier 
temper towards Free State affairs, On the 
Continent of Europe politicians and news- 
papers are more outspoken, and no good 
Irishman can read without a sense of 
humiliation those comments of the French 
Press that repeat the cynical maxim, 
Plus ta change plus c’est la méme chose. 
If the Government and people of the Free 
State do not make haste to disarm the 
fear that the murder of Mr. O’Higgins 
announces another period of “red 
ruin and the breaking up of laws,” 
much mischief may be done. Trade, 
already languishing, may become 
worse; the feeling of security with 
which hitherto strangers have visited 
Dublin may be banished; the vastly im- 
proved relations with Northern Ireland 
may be impaired. We agree with the 
warning, neither over-strained nor pre- 
mature, which Mr. Thomas Johnson 
uttered yesterday. To-day all classes in 
the Free State must unite to defend their 
own vital interests, and “ to counteract the 
economic consequences which accompany 
loss of faith in the mora] health of any 
community. ’’ 

The mischief, actual and potential, can 
be undone and averted in two ways. The 
Free State Government must meet every 
menace in the calm and bold spirit which 
Mr. Cosgrave displayed yesterday ; aad for 
this purpose Parliament and the people 
must identify themselves with the Govern- 
ment. Even before Mr. O’Higgins was 
murdered the new Dail had shown a dis- 
position to subordinate party claims to the 
public welfare. Now it has further and

| seagic reason to devote itself, in harmony 
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with the Government and with all loyal 
citizens, to the urgent service of the State. 
We hope that in the immediate future the 
Government will introduce no controversial 
measures and will concentrate its energies 
upon two duties —the maintenance of law 
and the development of agriculture and 
industry. We hope that all the parlia- 
mentary parties will co-operate with it in 
these matters, and that the whole country 
will respond to Mr. Johnson’s appeal for 
closer comradeship and for harder work. 
If thus the State, from Executive Council 
to humblest citizen, will present a confident 
and resolute front to the world, the hopes 
that have been dashed will be revived 
quickly. It may be, indeed, that a new 
chapter of national progress will be opened 
—and that would be the country’s noblest 
tribute to its murdered son. Surely, also, 
in this sad hour, those who have assailed 
the State and all its Ministers—especially 
the late Minister—with bitter and cruel 
taunts will examine their consciences. So 
long as this country shelters dark and 
lawless passions any words, spoken however 
thoughtlessly, that may inflame them put 
an awful responsibility upon the speaker’s 
soul. 


Empire Marketing. 


The first annual report of the Empire 
Marketing Board is important less for the 
information which it contains than for 
the evidence that it affords of useful 
activity. This Board was constituted in 
May, 1926, for the purpose ‘of encouraging 
the people of the British Empire to buy 
one another's products in preference to 
those of foreign exporters. For years 
economists had been preaching the import: 
ance of imperial co-operation; but the 
creation of the Board was the first proof 
of an attempt to translate precept into 
practice. When the Imperial Conference 
assembled last October the British Govern- 
ment announced that it had decided to 
make a grant of £1,000,000 for the work 
of the Board, and since that time its 
activities have increased enormously. The 
grant-from the home Government was in 
lieu of the substantial preferences that 
had been promised to the Dominions 
during and immediately after the war. 
The popular dread of protection in any 
Great Britain had 
prevented successive Governments from 
fulfilling this pledge; but all parties 
agreed that a monetary grant to the 
Empire Marketing Board ought to be 
made without delay. The money has been 
used to excellent effect. Large schemes 
of advertising have been undertaken. The 
products of every Dominion have been 
‘pushed ’’ extensively in Great Britain, 
while British goods have been advertised 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
Dominions. Some fifteen per-cent. of the 
money has been used to encourage the 
purchase of many particular articles, and 
the remainder has been devoted to a 
campaign of publicity which is calculated 
to bring equal benefit to the Dominions 
and the home country. The work of the 
Board is not confined to advertising. It 
is engaged on very interesting research 
work, which is proving to be of the 
greatest value to producers in all parts 
of the Empire. Hitherto exporters have 
been left to their own devices, in many 
cases. ignorant of proper packing and 
marketing methods, with the result that 
foreign competitors have had them at a 
serious disadvantage. Now the Empire 
Marketing Board is concerning itself with 
the most minute problems of this kind. 
It has discovered, for instance, that apples 
must breathe while they are in transit if 
their proper quality and appearance are 
to be preserved. It has found that 
American goods are more popular than 
those of Empire production because they 
are packed more attractively; and in a 
dozen ways it has unearthed facts of vital 
importance to imperial trade and com- 
merce. Already the Irish Free State has 
derived considerable benefit from the 
Board, one of whose most active members 
is the Saorstat Trade Commissioner in 
London. With the process of time its 
work is likely to increase in value.  lt 
has been described as an attempt to bring 
about federation’’ in the 
British Empire, and it is becoming a 
clearing-house for industrial and com- 
from every part of the 
Commonwealth. The ideal of a self- 
sustaining Empire is worthy of general 
support. The Empire Marketing Board is 
pursuing that end, and its first report 
proves that it is making most excellent 
progress. ;

Music in Picture-Houses. 


The state of music in picture-theatres 
is reviewed by a contributor to The 
Musical Times. He finds much to be 
deplored, but something also for approval. 
By the proprietors of the larger London 
picture-theatres, in particular, money is 
not stinted in the endeavour to make the 
musical side of the entertainment attrac- 
tive. The money, according to this writer, 
is not always spent wisely. The men who 
control the expenditure seldom are men of 


_judgment in musical matters, and musical 


directors appointed by them may not be 
distinguished by knowledge or good taste. 
The article is written from the standpoint 
of a strict musician, and overlooks, per- 
haps, a need for a certain quality of show- 
manship. It mentions, for instance, among 
the prime qualifications for appointment 
as musical director a “ sufficient ability as 
a fiddler to stand up in the limelight three 
times a day and play a fox-trot or waltz 
extremely slowly and two octaves higher 
than written.” Yet the article is not all 
lamentation. Some aspects of the develop- 
ment of the musical side of picture-theatre 
entertainment are noted as encouraging. 
The standard required of the performers 
is high—again, by the way, the larger 
Lendon picture-theatres.are those mainly 
in view—and the services of leading 
symphony orchestra players are engaged. 
Much of the music that is performed is 
drawn from the acknowledged master- 
works of the world, and good music of 
what may be called the second class has 
been recovered from the oblivion with 
which it was threatened by its exclusion 
from symphony concert programmes. Many 
a young composer, who otherwise would 
lack opportunity, is able to secure a trial 
of his work by a cinema band. Rates of 
payment to performers are ‘‘ quite good,”’ 
and employment is regular. That fact in 
itself has helped the cause of music by 
making the profession more attractive to 
men of ability. , 


Irish Cropis. 
The Department of Agriculture’s report 


ion conditions in the Free State at the 


beginning of the present month indicates 
that the crops have suffered severely 
through the unsettled weather of the 
last six weeks. Although most people 
probably have forgotten the fact, May was 
an exceptionally dry month, and by the 
middle of June pastures generally were 
showing the effects of drought. Wheat, 
oats and barley also were affected by the 
lack of moisture, while, as a result of the 
spell of frost towards the end of May, 
potatoes were at least a month behind 
their scheduled time. Root crops, 
although they were sown in admirable 
conditions, have germinated slowly owing 
to the drought. Even the prolonged 
rains last month did not advance them 
substantially, because there was virtually 
no heat to encourage growth. On the 
whole, the outlook for the harvest is not 
very favourable, although, if c*uditions 
fulfil their present promise cí improve- 
ment, little actual loss will be suffered. 
The weather of the present vear has 
defied analysis. June was like-an autumn 
month, with a decided nip of winter in 
its air. July opened badly, but at last 
is beginning to give signs of a tardy 
summer, and people actually are 
beginnin discard their winter clothing. 
With the?start of the tourist season a 
period of good weather will be welcomed 
everywhere in Ireland ; for it is long over- 
due, and the national temper, like the 
crops, is very susceptible to climatic con- 
ditions. It the present sunny days 
continue, the Dublin Horse Show, which 
will be held three weeks hence, ought to 
surpass all its forerunners in popularity, 
while, with “ivic Week in prospect, a busy 
season is anticipated. 


ROYAL SHOW MILK TRIAL 


-—- 


TWO BREEDS WITH 50 PER 
CENT. FAILURES. 


An analysis of the milk trial results at the 

Royal Show affords interesting reading. In 
the case of two leading breeds 38 per cent. of 
the competing stock failed to reach the butter- 
fat standard of ó per cent. This year three 
times a day milking was permitted in the 
milk trial, and quite a large percentage of the 
cows representing the heavier breeds—that 
is, those of 900lbs. weight or over, were so 
milked. Five out of eight shorthorns were 
disqualified througn the butter-fat being 
below the standard, and seven out of fourteen 
Friesians were deficient in butter-fat to the 
same extent. Not one of the ten red polls 
which were muked three times came under 
this disability; in fact, they did so well in 
this respect that the butter-fat for the whole 
contingent averaged 5.6 per cent. 

It is true that the British Friesian breed 
furnished out of its sucessful cows both the 
champion and reserve champion in the section 
for the heavy breeds, but the red poll 
established the best record in that if numbers 
are considered this breed provided the biggest 
total to emerge suctessfuly from the milk 
trials. The red polls did so well that all 
but one were noticed by the judges with the 
gaining of ii or other awards. The 
average weight of the ten red polls competing 
in the thrice-a-day milking test was 1,347lbs., 
and they yielded an average of 54lbs., with a 
butter-fat content averaging 3.5 per cent. 
Each of the above three breeds had a few 
representatives milked twice a day, and when 
their performances are added it does not affect 
the percentage of failures. 

Altogether 15 shorthorns campeted, and 
when those milked twice a day are added 
seven were below the butter-fat standard. In 
the aggregate there were 16 British Friesians 
competing, and when those miiked twice a 
day are added 8 were below the standard; while 
of red polls there were 13, and when the three 
milked twice a day are also added only one 
failed to reach the butter standard. The red 
poll breed thus justified the claim for con- 
sistently good quality of milk, with good 
average yields. In the open butter test the 
red poll mi supplies the fiíth winner. The 
winning red poll cow was Mrs. R. M. Foot’s 
White Hill Molly, an eight-year-old, with a 
double dose of Sudbourns blood, and she 
scored higher points than all other cows com- 
peting, —— the champion and reserve 
champion. She weighed 1,013 lbs., had been 
59 days in milk, yielded 69lbs. of 3.5 per cent. 
butter-fat milk, and scored 84.7 points.

THE FUTURE OF IRISH. 


RAILWAYS AND CIVIL SERVICE 
CRITICISED. 


Addressing a meeting in Navan on Sunday 
night, Mr. Owen McSweeney, of the Gaelic 
League, Dublin, reviewed the work done by 
the Gaelic League in Meath during the past 
year, and complimented the members on 
their progress.

It was the earnest desire ef pro- 
minent Gaels to see a start made in the style 
of prayers and the delivery of sermons in 
the Irish language.

Was it that the different 
under-officials of the numerous departments 
were bitterly p's Os to Irish nationalism in 
retarding and limiting the progress of the 
language? The time, surely, had now 
arrived for “eradicating the weeds, which 
had been too long in bloom,” and a general 
overhaul ef the Civil Service was awaited 
wit eagerness.

This we try to give 
them by sending them to our Holiday Home 
at Skerries, where they get plenty of whole- 
some food, fresh air, and their surroundings 
are bright and cheerful. 

In past years our friends have enabled us 
to send about 200 in fortnightly parties dur- 
ing the summer months. We want to do 
the same this year if sufficient money is 
given to us. We opened the Home on May 
17th, so that a number of mothers and little 
children have had their holiday, and a party 
is at Skerries now. i 

The responsibility of carrying on this work 
is very great, but the joy of seeing the flush 
of health returning to pallid cheeks, of hear- 
ing the laughter of children as they bathe 
in the sea or play upon the sands, and of 
knowing that, even for a fortnight, we have 
relieved some poor mother of her burden of 
care, more than repays us. Will your 
readers share in our joy’? Without their 

enerous help the work cannot be carried on. 

Ve try to spend the money entrusted to us 
to the best advantage. Much of the work 
at the Home is done voluntarily, but still 
the financial burden is very heavy.

SIR CHARLES FALLS AND 


PROHIBITION. 

Speaking at Omagh, Co. Tyrone, Sir 
Charles Falls, M.P., said that he was as 
confident that years of prosperity would re- 
turn to the county as day followed night, 
and that within the next three or four years 
the country would witness a return of that 
prosperity which it formerly enjoyed. 

Dealing with the prohibition question, Sir 
Charles said that they were all anxious to see 
temperance increasing and drunkenness being 
reduced, and were ‘elighted to know that 
rogress had been made in that direc- 
tion. That had been brought about by edu- 
cation, and conditions had greatly changed.

Export Insurance. 


A scheme designed to bring into force 
an imsurance scheme for bad debts 
incurred in export trade has just been 
completed by the British Government, 
based upon the recommendations of the 
Credit Insurance Committee set up bh 
Mr. A. M. Samuel. It provides British 
manufacturers with a guarantee against 
loss through granting credit to foreign 
importers, and places at the disposal of 
the British manufacturer a trade informa- 
tion service to assist him in judging to 
what extent trade is worth cultivating 
with a particular country or individual 
firm in that country. The scheme is to 
run in experimental form until the 
autumn of 1929, and in the small scale 
operations undertaken up to date it is 
reported to have proved satisfactory

No differences of opinion on 
current politics had ever prevented one 
from realising Mr. O’Higgins’s earnestness 
and constancy of purpose, the richness of 
his intellectual equipment, his courage, 
and the unremitting labour which he gave 
to his work. These, and the breadth of 
his conception and his ‘grasp of principles 
and details, held a rich promise of a fully 
developed career, for they marked him 
with the stamp of greatness.

SUFFERING LEADS TO

Colonel Sir Edward Ion Beresford 


Grogan, Bart., C.M.G., D.S.O., was found 
fatally wounded, with a revolver in his 
hand, on Monday at Shropham Hall, 
where he lived, near Attleborough, Nor- 
folk. Fifty-four years old, he succeeded 
his father in 1891. He was mentioned in 
despatches in the South African War, amd 
won the D.S.O. in the Great War. He 
married, in 1907, Ellinor Flora Bosworth, 
daughter of the late Reginald Bosworth 
Smith, and widow of Sir Harry Lang- 
horne Thompson, K.C.M.G. 


THE INQUEST. 


At the inquest yesterday Lieutenant- 
Colonel Meredith Grogan, of 21 Clyde 
road, Dublin, identified the body as 
that of his cousin. He had not seen 


when he found him extremely ill. 

Lady Grogan said that her husband 
served on the General Staff during most of 
the Great War, but since his return from 
Siberia he had not been really well. He 
became seriously ill in 19235, and in 1924 
underwent a serious operation, which 
nearly proved fatal. He was better for a 
time, but during the last three weeks his 
condition became gradually worse, and he 
told her often that he wished his suffer- 
ings were over. 

Dr. Keeling, of Attleborough, stated 
that he had attended Sir Edward since 
1924. When operated upon Sir Edward 
was found to be suffering from inflarima- 
tion of the sweetbread, caused ny some 
infection of the bowel. He made a tem- 
porary improvement, but his condition 
grew serious a fortnight ago, and !e 
suffered considerable pain. He asked wit- 
ness last Thursday if he could hasten the 
In his opinion, Sir Edward's mind 
became unhinged owing to his long illness. 
The Coroner, Mr. W. G. Barnard, re- 
turned a verdict that Sir Edward died 
from injuries to the head, caused by firing 
a revolver into his mouth while his mind 
was unhinged through pain, due to a long 
illness. He expressed deep sympathy with 
the widow.

For the past twelve months there has been 
aa increasing break-away from the set prices 
of the Association, until, 1t is estimated, close 
on half the publicaus in the city are charging 
10d. for the pint and 6d. or 7d. for the bottle 
of stout and 7d. for the pint of porter. At 
the same time~there has been a marked 
falling off' in the sales, and a slump in the 
value of licensed property, especially in the 
poorer parts of the city. 

” NEW COMPETITION. . 

The members of the trade who have held 
to the higher charges got a further severe 
blow a few months ago, when a Cork firm of 
brewers came to Dublin in competition with 
Messrs. Guinness. They secured half-a-dozen 
publichouses, almost all in the working-class 
areas, and sold their treble strength stout at 
8d. and double. strength at 7d. per pint. | 

A few days before the general election a 
general meeting oí the trade in Dublin was 
held to consider the situation. The case for 
a reduction was led by Mr. Patrick Conway, 
past-president of the Association, who pro- 
nosed that ihe prices of stout be reduced to 
10d. a pint and 6d. a bottle. At that. meeting 
porter was not considered. 
Senator Fanning proposed that the prices 
be not reduced, and, as far as can be learned, 
the meeting was almost equally divided cn 
the two proposais, Ai all events no vote was 
taken, and it was decided to send a deputa- 
tion to Messrs. Guinness to seek a reduction 
in the wholesaie price. As far back as 
January. 1926, the firm tock ten shillings a 
barrel off the cost to the retailers, and the 
fact that that coricession was not passed on 
to the customers rankled in the minds of the 

onsumers. 

SS A second general meeting was called for 
Monday last “to consider and deal 
definitely with the matter of the price cl 
double stout in bottle and on draught.”

But we did 
hope that the sé mó of this rim would 
reduce the number of sizes of tyres. The 
beaded edge tyre, which has been a bug-bear 
of the manufacturers of cars, is now a thing 
of the past. I know of no car manufacturer 
who is fitting beaded edge tyres as standard 
equipment. But, unfortunately, there has 
-been introduced a new series of sizes by one 
foreign maker, who, presumably, through 
whim or caprice, has introduced a 173-inch 
wheel instead of 18-inch, Although there 
are many motorists here, I do think that 
they will find it difficult to see any value in 
such a char ge.

AT ORANGE MEETING, 


MR. OHIGGINS’S ONLY 
CRIME,

Colonel Sir William Allen, D.8.0., D.L., 
M.P., who presided over a great demonstra- 
tion of County Armagh Orangemen, held in 
the Portadown Show Grounds yesterday, re- 
ferred at some length to the murder of Mr. 
Kevin O'Higgins, Free State Minister for Jus- 
tice. He said that it would be a sorry day 
for the Empire should the Orange drum cease 
to beat. ‘The Orangemen desired to live at 
pedce with all men. Their organisation was 
founded for defensive purposes—for the ae 
servation of the lives and properties of Pro- 
testants in the first instance, but it had so 
developed that all classes and creeds wel- 
comed their institution as a preservative from 
dastardly crime, no matter by whom com- 
mitted. (Applause.) 

On Sunday last a foul murder was per- 
petrated in Ireland—for, after all, that was 
how it appeared to the outside world—lIreland 
again the seat of abhorrent brutality and of 
the most savage description. He supposed 
that none of them knew Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins 
save by repute, and all classes and creeds 
unite in the Sffongest condemnation of brutal 
murder, no matter by whom committed, or 
who may be the victim. (Hear, hear.) 


A DASTARDLY CRIME. 

What was his crime? So far as he could 
read of his life his crime was the same as 
our crime—loyalty to the Government he 
served under, loyalty to a strict sense of jus- 
tice, and the ig MNÁ and punishment of 
evil-doers.

men, at all events, abhor and detest murder 
in any form in any part of Ireland of which 
we claim to be a premier part. 

Captain the Right Hon. Herbert Dixon, 
M.P., also speaking at the Finaghy Orange 
demonstration, referring to “ P.R.,’’ said that 
he believed if there had not been “P.R.” in 
the Irish Free State at the recent election 
they would not have had the terrible murder 
of the other day. If there had not been 
the weakening of the Government these 
ruffians and scoundrels would not have 
had the courage to do the horrible deed 
they had done.

CROP PROSPECTS,

Reporting on ‘agricultural conditions in 
Saorstat Eirenn at the beginning of this 
month, the Department of Lands and Agricul- 
ture state that the principal farm operations 
carried out in June consisted in cleaning, 
cultivating, and moulding the potato crop, 
hoeing. and thinning turnips, mangels, and 
sugar beet, the sowing of late turnips, the 
cutting and making of first crop hay, and 
the saving and carting of turf. er sup- 
plies of turf have been cut and saved than 
is usual at this season of the year. 


STATE OF PASTURES AND CONDITION 
OF LIVE STOCK. 

By the middle of the month pastures were, 
in many cases, showing the effects of drought, 
and were backward for mid-June. On light, 
thin soils, the herbage was brown and 
afforded little feeding, and cattle dxf not 
make as good progress as wag expected. The 
rain in the latter half of the month caused a 
great improvement, but, in the absence of 
heat, pasiures generally were not carrying the 
full cover of grass usual at this period of 
the year. Fields which were top-dressed in 
winter or early spring with basic slag or other 
phosphatic manures, have shown up 1n marked 
contrast with fields which were not so treated. 
Dairy cows, as well as dry stock, were ad- 
versely affected by the unfavourable weather 
conditions and the poor growth of grass, and 
in a few instances there is a reported shrink- 
age in the milk yield. 

PROGRESS OF HAY-MAKING. 

The area of hay cut during the month was 
comparatively small, and was limited to first 
crop hay in some of the earlier eastern and 
southern counties. The unsettled weather 
seriously retarded progress with this work. 
The yield of first crop hay is likely to prove 
below average, but in the later districts the 
recent rain is expected to cause some improve- 
ment in the crop, and will greatly benefit 
late meadows, which, up to the present, car- 
ried a thin, short covering grass, 

GRAIN CROPS. 

The long period of drought at the end of 
May and during the first fortnight of June 
and the low temperature which prevailed 
throughout the latter month, caused a severe 
set-pack to the wheat, oats, and barley crops. 
The rain just came in time to benefit the crop 
before earing, and a considerable. improve- 
ment in the appearance of these crops by tha 
end of the month is reported. Crops of wheat 
withstood the drought better than oats and 
barley, and are earing out with considerable 
promise. Both oats and barley are on the 
short side on light, thin goils, but eisewhere 
promise well, and are expected to give normal 
yields 

PROMISE OF THE FLAX CROP. 

In County Cork the flax crop is healthy and 
well forward for the season, and is expected 
io be fit for pulling earlier than in previous 
Crops in County Cavan, though pro- 
mising, are showing the effects of the harsh 
weather. In County Monaghan some fields of 
flax are exceptionally good, put the crop, as 
a whole, is less promising than usual. In Co. 
Donegal the crop benefited greatly from the 
rain in the latter end of June; some injury 
by frost is reported, but the crop as a whole 
1S promising. 

THE POTATO CROP. 

Crops of early potatoes, which suffered 
irom trost at the latter end.of May, made a 
slow recovery from the damage done, and 
were fully a month later than usual. Digging 
commenced about the 14th of June in the 
Rush and Youghal areas, but the yield, 
especially in the latter district, was disap- 
pointingiy low. In the Dungarvan district, 
digging for the Glasgow market began on 
the 9th June, and yields of six to eight tens 
per acre are reported. In other districts, save 
where early varieties escaped frost, the crop 
is late and the yield lower than usual, 
Second earlies were also damaged in some 
areas by frost, especially in moory ground, 
and, in the western counties, by wind. Main 
crop potatoes, though late in planting and 
backward owing to the unfavourable weather 
conditions prevailing up to mid-June, were 
greatly benefited by the rains in the latter 
end of the month, and are now praising 
well, xcept in a few isolated cases, blight 
has not yet made its appearance, and the 
spraying of the main crop has in many dis- 
tricts already been begun. 

MANGELS, TURNIPS, AND SUGAR 

BEET. 

Root crops, though sown under very favour- 
able conditions, germinated slowly owing to 
the prolonged period of drought, and brairds 
came unevenly. Growth was weak and al- 
most at a standstill until the rains of mid- 
June came. Mangel brairds have suffered 
some damage from ‘“‘fly,’’ but the crop is now 
coming away, and a considerable area has 
been thinned. The turnip crop in many in- 
stances suffered injury from ‘‘fly’’ and re- 
sowing of the cwop was necessary in & great 
number of cases. The sugar beet crop germi- 
nated unevenly; some of the seed did not 
grow until the rain came, with th® result that 
rairds are, In many instances, uneven and 
patchy. Early sown ‘fields came away with 
moro uniformity, and the crop is, on the 
whole, greatly improved since the rain came, 
and a large area was singled by the end of 
the month.

CATTLE TRADE. 

Average supplies of cattle were on offer at 
fairs, and trade generally showed little change 
from the previous month. Demand was 
limited mainly to nicely bred young stores in 
good condition and to well finished beef 
cattle. Rough cattle, in poor condition, were 
difficult to.cash. There-was a fair demand for 
good springers and down calved cows, but at 
slightly lower rates. Dropped calves were in 
keen demand, and sold at prices out of pro- 
nortion to those of older animals. The sup- 
ples of beef cattle on offer were small. Live- 
weight prices for choice well-meated cattle 
ranged from 40s. to 48s. per cwt. 

MILK, 

Large supplies of milk were produced dur- 
ing the month, the quantity being in excess 
of the previous month and the corresponding 
period of last year. -In some districts the 
poor condition of pastures and the cold, wet 
weather which prevailed in the latter half of 
the month under review tended somewhat to 
reduce production. The average prices paid 
by creameries (separated milk being returned) 
were—in Leinster, from 5js. to 6id. per 
gallon; in Munster, from 5d. to 7d. per 
gallon, in Ulster from 54d. to 64d. per gallon, 
and in Connaught from 5d. to 7d. per gallon. 
Dublin distributors paid 9d. per gallon for 
milk on the farm in Co. Meath. Milk was 
retailed in Wexford at 1s. 8d. per gallon 

THE SHEEP AND WOOL TRADE. 

The sheep trade throughout the month was 
irregular and uncertain. Large numbers were 
on offer at some provincial fairs, but trade 
was limited mainly to fat lambs and well- 
finished wethers. In general, supplies were in 
excess of the demand. 

The price of wool remained firm with an 
appreciable advance in the price of certain 
qualities. In some instances wool is being 
held in expectation of a further advance. This 
season's clip generally has proved satisfactory. 
In Co. Galway washed Galway fleeces rose 
from 1s. lid. to 1s. 3d. per lb.; in Co. Ros- 
common the price was ls. ld. to 1s. 2d. per 
lb. ; in Co. Cork washed long wool made ls. 
per lb. and Down wool Is. 3d. per Ib.; in 
Co. Tipperary cross-bred wool made 1s. per 
lb,, and Down wool Is. ód. per Ib. ; in Dublin 
best quality washed Down wool made from 
ls. 44d. to 1s. 74d. per Ib.; hog and wether 
washed Is. ld to Is. 5d. per tb., and greasy 
11d. to 1s. 14d. per lb. ; Cheviot washed made 
from Is. 1d. to 1s. 3d., and up to Is. 4d. per 
Ib., and greasy 10id. to 1s, Oid. per Ib. 
Mountain wool made 10}d. in Co. Tipperary, 
8id. in Co. Cork, 9d. to 10d. in Co. Sligo, 
and 9d. to 10d. per ib. in Co. Mayo. 


TRADE FOR PIGS. 

Supphies of pigs at markets were well main- 
tained, but there has been a further slacken- 
ing in the demand, accompanied by a drop in 
pes Trade at the moment, is characterised 

y caution and uncertainty. The fall in the 
price of finished pigs has been reflected by a 
corresponding reduction in the price of store 
pigs and bonhams, Fat pigs, sold on the live 
weight basis, made *68s. per cwt., in Co. 
Tipperary ; 58s. to 60s. per cwt. in Co. Mayo, 
593. per cwt. in Co. Roscommon, and 67s. per 
cwt. in Co. Carlow. On the dead weight basis 
of sale, prices ranged chiefly from 75s. to 80s. 
per cwt., representing a fall of from 5s. to 10s.

The specific charge against them was that 
“they did, on the 10th July, 1927, and on 
dates prior thereto, conspire, confederate and 
agree, together with other persons unknown, 
to commit a crime punishable by law, to wit, 
murder ; and, in pursuance.of said conspiracy, 
did, between 11 and 12 o'clock noon on the 
iuth July, at Booterstown avenue,~in the 
County of Dublin, omós Y wilfully, and 
with malice aforethought, kill and slay one, 
Kevin Christopher O’Higgins, T.D., Minister 
for Justice and External Affairs of Saorstat 
Eireann, by shooting at him with revolvers, 
whereby he was mortally wounded, and died 
between 4 and 5 p.m. on the said date.” 


COURT CROWDED. 

The Court and galleries were crowded with 
spectators, and there was a stir of excite- 
ment when the prisoners entered the dock. 
Plunkett was the first to appear, and he 
looked slowly around, isin to see what 
friends were present. His face lighted up 
as he recognised some people. He leaned 
over the side of the dock and carried on 
a conversation with a couple of young men. 

The other prisoners carried on animated 
conversations as they stood, in easy attitude, 
awaiting the hearing of the case. 

When the case was called, Mr. Collins 
asked whether it would take. long. 

Superintendent Ennis, who had charge of 
the prosecution, said that it would take only 
five minutes, as he proposed merely to give 
evidence of arrest, and to ask for a remand. 

ARRESTED AT HOMES. 

Proceeding, he stated that, at about 9 
o'clock on Monday morning, he, accompanied 
by Inspector Kinsella, Detective Sergeants 
Hughes, Mooney, Byrne, and other officers, 
took the defendants into custody at their 
addresses, with the exception of William 
Rowe and Michael Fitzpatrick. The de- 
fendants were charged with being implicated 
in a conspiracy to murder Mr. O'Higgins. 
They were charged and cautioned. 

Francis Kerlin said: “I know nothing 
about it.”’

O'Carroll said: ‘I had nothing to do with 
it.’ and Aubrey Hunt said: ‘I did not do 
it,, and Henry Hunt said: ‘It is a faked 
charge,’ Michael Fitzpatrick said: ‘I had 
nothing to do with it, as you know yourself.* 
William Rowe said: ‘I have nothing to do 
with any organisation, only the Fianna..’’’

I 
have never entered into any conspiracy with 
any person or persons to murder any person 
in Ireland. ‘he first news I got of the 
shooting of Mr. O'Higgins was on O'Connell 
Bridge when I bought the ‘ Stop Press.’ 

““ As various Republican organisations have 
stated through the Press that they were not 
responsible for the act, I wish to state, on 
behalf of Fianna Eireann, that when those 
responsible have been found, it will be 
proved that they are not members of my 
organisation. '' 


INVESTIGATIONS. 

Superintendent, Ennis said that he was pre- 
sent when all the prisoners were charged and 
cautioned at the Bridewell yesterday morn- 
ing. Aubrey Hunt said: '“I am not guilty.” 
None of the others made any reply. 

The Superintendent said that. he did not 
propose to call any further evidence at that 
stage, and he asked for a remand. 

Mr. P. H. O'Reilly, solicitor.—I appear 
for the two Hunts, and I do not propose to 
ask any questions, but I reserve the right 
to do so,

Dr. Myles Keogh said that he felt too sick 
at heart to speak at length, but he mastered 
his feelings in order that he might publicly 
join m an expression of heartfelt sympathy. 

He had met Mr. O’Higgins in different. con- 
ditions—when he could not with safety sign 
his own name and when he was not at liberty 
to walk the streets of the city. He met him 
last Friday, and then, as always, he found 
him the same noble-hearted, big-minded and 
determined man that he was known to be. 

A PAINFUL SCENE. 

“It was my sorrowful privilege,” he con- 
cluded, ‘‘to kneel for four “hours on last 
Sunday by the side of our beloved Vice- 
President and to watch the blood flow from 
the gaping wounds inflicted on him in his 
terrible attack. He spoke to those around 
him with his eyes—eyes of forgiveness. That 
was an anguishing experience which I should 
not like to have to suffer again—his wife and 
children by his bedside watching him die, 
and his faithful friend, the Minister for Land 
and Agriculture, kneeling by his side, 

‘I can say no more at present than to 
express publicly the profound sorrow I feel 
on account of this terrible affliction—an 
affliction not alone to his family, but to this 
House and to the country.”’ : 

Mr. Vaughan tendered to the widow and 
family oí Mr. O'Higgins, to the President 
and members of the Executive Council, the 
sincere sympathy of the people of North Cork 
for the loss that they and the nation had 
sustained. With them he deeply deplored the 
loss the nation had sustained, and condemned

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IRISH CHAMPIONSHIPS 
AT WILTON PLACE. 


Favoured with perfect summer weather, the 
opening rounds of the year’s Irish champion- 
ship meeting, which marks the jubilee of the 
Fitzwilliam Club, have been successfully 
worked off. Generally speaking, matches have 
worked out to form, producing much interest- 
ing tennis; but what was a really splendid 
entry has fallen short of expectation owing to 
a number of withdrawals. 

It was particularly unfortunate that the 
holder of the all-comers’ singles, Pierre 
Landry, should have reached Dublin too late 
to defend his title, and so his opponent in the 
first round, R. F. Scovell, was given a walk- 
over, Similarly, the second member of the 
French team—C, Boussus—withdrew in favour 
of his opponent, F. R. Dunlop. An ex-holder 
is also among those standing down, L. A. 
Meldon having scratched to C. A. Jackson, 
who had qualified to meet him in the second 
round. 

The women’s championship singles suffers 
in much the same way by the absence of Miss 
M. Lowry (New Zealand) and Mrs. Peacocke, 
South Africa, who had the bad luck to sprain 
a wrist last week-end. These withdrawals in 
the singles will, of course, have a correspond- 
ing effect on the doubles, in which most of 
the players also figure. 

Outstanding matches in the early rounds of 
the singles were those between H. W. 
Standring, captain of the English team, and 
Commander H. G. Stoker, and G. P. Hughes 
and D. M. Greig, both of which were keenly 
fought and went into five sets before the first- 
named in each case won. Tactically Stoker 
had much the better of matters, and exploited 
tothe full his opponent’s weaker hack-hand 
wing, but he failed to cope with Standring’s 
pace. 

Two sets up and 5-2 against Greig, it 
looked as if Hughes would run out an easy 
winner, Greig pulled things round just in 
time, and, showing something of the game 
he played a month ago in Belfast against 
W. T. Tilden, he squared matters in the 
fourth. The final set ran to sixteen games 
before Hughes went out, a feature of the set 
being some brilliant close volleying by both 
men. 

In the same event D. Webb showed very 
decided promise, and did well to take the 
experienced G, L. Rogers into four sets before 
he acknowledged defeat. 

There were a number of keen struggles 
in the women’s championship, and to many 
people the defeat of the holder, Miss H. 
Wallis, came as a surprise. But Mrs. Miley 
has been playing right well ever since she 
carried off the hard cpurt championships 
in April. The first felf.to,her by reason 
of her volleying tactics against a steady 
base-liner, and, although she dropped the 
second, a good rally took her out for the loss 
of two games in.the third.
